For tho four years prior to 1001, there 

'.was'at tlie head of the State adblniatra- 
tlon of Illinois n man whose rise from 
the very lowliest . conditions, amid 'un- 
toward 'circumstances,' to tho highest 
place in the camraonwenltli, constituted 
ono of the most remarkable careers in 
American politics, .I'mcah tho man who 
■was worker, bfllcinl and Jender-soldier of 
tho Union In his boyhood, sheriff of'hla 
own homo county, Senator from his dis- 
trict, marshal of the United States, treas- 
urer and Governor of his Stat(! — pcoco to 
his aahcB— John R, Tanner. This Gen- 
eral Assembly can do not mora. gracious 
and altogether proper net than to pause, 
apon the first dny of its deliberations, and 
by proper resolution, pay to this departed 
leader of distinction a suitable tribute of 
respect 

There are mnny who believe that -a 
great . doal - of the friction which , does 
arise in all parties Is duo to the varying 
kind of primaries bold, and, to tha scat- 
tering of tho county conventions through- 
out four' months. If It Is dealrablo. to 
yotfl at the ,' polls on the samo day 
throughout the State, why Is It not de- 
sirable to vote at primaries on a common 
day? Why not hovo all tho ward nnd 
township primaries of nil pnrttoa : hold 
on a given Mondny, tho county conven- 
tion's on tlie. next day, Tuesday, and tho 
State conventions on the third dny, Wed- 
nesday, and thus simplify tho whole mat- 
ter? It would keep -every politician, at

•job." It would'- leave every county nnd 
township' and -word to settle Its. own af- 
fairs and so give home rule.

It Is scarcely necessary for me fo'sa'y 
here, as I havo snid repeatedly on for- 
mer occasions, that I am In hearty sym- 
pathy with tho advocates of a' statute for 
a reasonable merit system, We already 
havo tho merit system, without a statute, 
not only in tho State chnrltablo institu- 
tions. In all branches of tho State gor- 

■ eminent coming under my control, merit 
or fitness has been the inrgest considera- 
tion In the making of appointments. AM 
must atknowlodgo tha prfca* import**!* 



upon tho appropriation made two years 
ago, nnd Inm ghnl to be able to say that 
a • deficiency appropriation will be un- 
necessary, although an additional^ regi- 
ment,* battnllon and battery havo consid- 
erably Increased expenses. Much is al- 
ways expected of this department, arid 
much Is always received. This depart- 
ment has never been conducted more effi- 
ciently or economically, and it hns never 
been of more real service than now. Five 
million people sleep more peacefully at 
night and go about more safely by day 
because of tho fact that, as they well 
know, eight thousand young men, brainy, 1 
brawny and brave, thoroughly drilled, ab- 
solutely, obedient, well armed arid fully 
equipped, can, in twenty-four hours, be 
assembled at any point In the State. 

The wisdom of tho establishment of 
the board of pardons has; passed beyond 
tho experimental stnge-' Tlie careful In- 
vestigation of ovorr application for par- 
don or commutation which is mado by 
tho board, has added great strength to 
the administration of the criminal laws 
of. the State, Tho bonrd of pardons has 
ariiplo time to give a most, thorough In- 
vestigation to nil applications' for "pardon, 
and by conducting Its work In' accord- 
ance with judicial rules and' practice, Is 
enabled to arrive nt conclusions which 
are Just to tho public, .which furnish a 
protection to society, hnd w:hlch give" to 
tlie "friends of tho - prisoner tbo assur- 
ance that his petition has been fairly 
and Impartially considered. 

Tbo condition of the penal reformatory 
Institutions of this State Is such as* may 
well be tbo source of great satisfaction and 
.prlils to nay ndmlntstratlon. Notwith- 
standing tho fact that since tho appropria- 
tions wero made by. the last Genera) As- 
sembly, everything in the line of provision 
nnd produce hns facrensed in cost at least 
26 per cent.; these Institutions havo. been 
able to maintain tbo record made by Gov- 
ernor Tanner's administration, and will, at 
tbe end of the fiscal year, hove a surplus 
in tbe treasury, '. 

The Health of tlie People. 

The Importance of tbe work done by tbe 
State Board of Health Is such that mora 
ample provision should be mado for de- 
fraying Its expenses, At present Its ap- 
Broprlntlon is quite Inadequate. .Tut last 
eneral Assembly appropriated for Its cen- 
tral ' • spouses the sum of f 10, 300 per an- 
num. 

There Is also appropriated to the Illinois 
Btste Board ot- Ilenltti, us « special Mud, 
thi sum of |10,O0O, which , I* to be used 
only with tho consent and concurrence of 
th* Governor la* csie of the outbreak or 
tbs threatened outbreak, of any. epidemic 
ot' mailfauit diseases, such . as smallpox, 



yellow fever, Asiatic cholera nnd typbus 
fever. | 

Funds from this appropriation liavo been 
used. with my consent during the post two 
years to quell tbe epidemic of smallpox 
which' has existed, nnd to prevent the in- 
troduction of the disease from other States, 
and also to Investigate tbe sanitary con- 
dition of the rivers and streams of the 
State. During the lineal years ending Bept, 
80, .1800, 1000. 1U01, and 1902,' the Board 
expended the sum of $10,505 In tbe Invcatl- 
gntlon of the witters ot the Htate. particu- 
larly the Uesplnlncs and Illinois - rivers. 
Tho Board tins demonstrated to scientists' 
tht ncH-nurincntlon of running streams; has 
vindicated the wisdom of the people of 
Chicago In constructing, the drainage canal, 
hi>o saved the taxpayers of the State many 
ttioLisnuiiK of dollars, hns prevented years 
of litigation.. I trust -that .the General 
Assemhly will make sucb appropriations ns 
will enable tbe State Heard of Health to 
perform. Its various' duties In an effective 
manner. . 1 . , • ■ 

.. The work oi the Btate Bonrd of Thar-' 
macy has been of a most commendable 
character. Thcrei Is now a. better ob- 
servance of the pharmacy law throughout 
the State*tbnn ever .before. , At present tlie 
Board Is sutulnod entirely My n tax on the 
druggists of" the State- In the form of an' 
annual renewal 'fee. .There* la nn element 
of Injustice In tblsv I .think tbnt tbo tux 
should bo cither .greatly • reduced or abol- 
ished altogether. I can coucelve of no rea- 
son why, tbo -State Board of Pharmacy 
should not bo placed, upon the same basis 
as oUMr.State boards and be supported at 
least. In part by a .State appropriation', 

The State Food 1 Department was created 
for the. purpose of- Insuring a pure nnd 
wholesome food product. Owing to the fact 
that our State Is" ccntrnlly located. In the 
Union, thns making Chicago the distribut- 
ing point In a, largo. measure for the entire 
country, the work of the department is 
perhaps more arduous *nd Important thou 
that of any other similar -department la the 
United States, •'->--. 

The department has at present only six 
Inspectors for the entire State.' To accom- 
plish tha results Intended by the- law the 
number should bo not less-thnn ten,' The, 
last General Assembly made no appropria- 
tion for tho expenses of. carrying on the 
laboratory, work and ihe work of Inspec- 
tion, ,1 recommend that provision be randc 
for. four additional Inspectors,' another ns- 
slstant' .chemist, and a fair appropriation 
for ncccssuryiexpenies Incurred In conduct- 
ing the wort of the department. 

The work of the Fish Commission during 
the .past two years' has already increased 
In volume. The commercial phase hns 
(,-rown so as to place this Interest along 
with the economic lit teres t a fostered by the 
State. The warden system Is not so prac- 
tical or effective as if should be,, for the 
reason that the wardens, as a rule, nerve 
without a definite salary, depending on 
Ones and convictions for compensation, and 
the result of a rigid enforcement of the 
law, therefore, sometimes assumes more 
the nature of persecution than prosecution. 
SU1L great work has bcea accomplished. I 
would recommend that the present; warden 
system -l>e abolished, and n few competent 
men be Inlrusjed with the work, for which 
n salary be paid, and alt lines obtained 
used for this purpose, but collected and 
paid by the State, 

•Without attempting to exhibit In detail 
the work of the Stale Uoaid of Live Stock 
Commissioners, I deem it proper to state 
that* there has been s, large Increase In the 
work of the Board. In my opinion some 
Increase In the appropriation for tbe ejc-. 
peases of the Com mural oners will bo neces- 
sary In order to enable them properly to 
perforin their duties, Thle Board performs 
n most useful service, saving many bun* 
dreda.of thousands ot dollars to tlie live 
stock Interests, and at. the same lime fur- 
niching the public an Invaluable protection 
In tho matter, of meat supply. . 

The, Ltibor of the People, 

The' work. of the Bureau of Labar Sta- 
tistics bos materially Increased, during the 
last decade. Under the : law thta bureau is 
required to collect data for the publication 
of three separate and distinct reports, to- 
witi • The annual report of the coal Indus- 
try of the State; weekly and- annual* re- 

Corts of the free employment ofllees, and' a 
lennlal report dealing with general In- 
dustrial Question)-, The mining Industry Is 
among tho most important In the State— 
Illinois now ranking second among the 
States of the Union tit .the matter of coal 
production— and It Is Important . that any 
legislation enacted on tho subject of min- 
ing bo carefully considered. I am advised 
that experience has developed BOine slight 
defects and omission :n the mining law as 
revised by tho Forty-ilrst t Qcneraf Assem- 
bly, and respectfully recommend thnt-thcae 
he corrected. 

Since tbe establishment of the free cm. 
ployment offices— three In Chicago In Au- 
gust, 1800, and one In Teorla In July, 1D01 
—107,000 men and women In onr State have 
secured employment through these agen- 
cies. This Is a gratifying record and proves 
tho wisdom ot tbe General Assembly 'In 
establishing these agencies. ' 

One of the most important subjects which 
I hnve to brlug to your attention Is that of 
the employment of the convicts In tho peal, 
tentlnrlcs, The competition of convict la- 
bor with free labor should not' exist, .1 nm 
in favor of altogether abolishing such com* 
petition, and 1 have reason to bopo for n 
satisfactory solution before the'. adjourn- 
ment of the present General "Assembly. 
Early In my administration as Governor tbo 
convict labor question,'. was steken'. up far 
systematic conslderntion.owtt^r*jfc',Ylew * 
reticular 
bs cone! 



these-' conferences,. the results accomplished, 
'and the conclusion dusBy reached, are set 
forth In the report of Mr. Admit llenche, 
President -of the H 1 tit e' Federation of Labor; 
submitted to that body nt Its recent meet- 
ing, and from It I take the liberty to' quote 
the following: ' 

"It Isiiulte manifest that U was the ile- 
Biro nf -the Governor, ns well bb or.tljc 
prison olTlcinls, to co-operate with- the. la- 
bor Interests of tho State In reducing' to 
the minimum the competition of convict la- 
bor, with free labor; but Jt waB'theunaiil- 
mouH opinion that tiie matter should be 
handled in such manner that .the taxpnyecs 
of the Stale sbonlil not he overburdened .to 
the extent that tlicy would rebel, nnd that 
the prisoners should not endure the torture 
of enforced Idleness, "*."-' ' 

"To accomplish those results with the 
most hcncllt to free labor and tbo least In- 
jury to the taxpayers, It was decided that 
It would he best. far nil Interests to ao be- 
fore the next Legislature with a well-mn- 
.tured bill embracing the views of the. rep- 
resentatives of. the labor interests and ask 
that It be enacted Into law. Three ihliign 
were ..constantly kept lu mind hi the dis- 
cussion of the question: 'First, the conflict 
between convict nnd '. free -labor; second, 
the cost of maintaining the prison: third, 
(he Tioeesfdty of keeping (be convicts em- 
ployed from a purely humane standpoint. 

"When the' next Legislature meets we 
will 'lie prepared with a bill. • ■ • At 
the request of the Federation of Labor, 'tlie 
Governor anil the Commlssloucrs of the 
Penitentiaries agreed that they would not 
enter Into any new contracts until after the 
Legislature should 'hore tin opportunity to 
net In tlio matter." 

There Is little for mc to add to the' fore- 
going, except to say that It Is hardly possi- 
ble that any plan can be devised which 
will not Involvcan Increase in the expense 
of maintaining the penitentiaries; but I.nm 
llrmly of the opinion, that whatever In- 
crease mny be found necessary will he so 
small,' when spread out over the taxable 
property of the State, ns: to be scarcely 
worthy of consideration, In view of luo 
benefits which will be derived from a satis- 
factory solution 'of. the convict-labor prob- 
lem. . " ' . 

■ The Department of Inspection of Facto- 
ries and Child Labor was created In 1803 
with n corps of ten Inspectors whoso Juris- 
diction was limited to- the Inspection of 
factories nnd workshops; By tbe net of the 
Fortieth General AKuciubly the Jurisdiction 
of the department was extended' so as 'to 
embrace l be Inspection of nil mercantile 
institutions. Attention has been given re- 
cently to material reforms In the work of 
the department. >'ow not only Is- action 
taken 11 gn Inst the employer, bttt'tlic child 
under H Is turned over to tho officers Of the 
Compulsory Department of the Board of 
Kducntlon of Chicago nnd . 'returned to 
school. An Important advance has . been 
made by the department in^thc Inspection 
of .sweat-shops.. The department has re- 
cently nssumed the exercise : of police pow 
er, nnd now the Inspectors. In making nn 
Inspection ot a garment shop," Issue such 
•orders hh the public health -may demand. 

Th« Htate Board Of Arbitration- bos Tap- ■ 
;ldly grown In Importance 'until It now 
ranks among, the most' potent factors In 
the . Industrial world. It 'Is gratifying to 
note that the period of grcutcst advance In 
Its practical achievements bus. been during 
the past two. years. . U'ttcurthe law was 
originally, enacted In 1B0S,- the nrnitrntlon 
of labor disputes by nu oJllelu! tribunal had 
bten_ hitherto unknown In Illinois. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the' Ural 
attempt ut legislation on tuts subject should 
be .somewhat crude and , Imperfect. 'Tho 
arbitration law, ns first enacted, proved to 
bc-defectlve In many respects, (leaving- the 
Board practically without power to do any- 
thing. Traill time to time tbo law has 
been a in fit ded until now It Is qultu com- 
monly -.looked upon ns being In advance of 
all other State arbitration laws. The rc- 
,'suits accomplished' haver Inspired ..general 
public confidence in mis Board and Its. 
work has already ejivcd, since the begin- 
ning of the present State administration, to 
employers, to employes and" to the general 
public, a sum which may he mild, with due 
conservatism; to aggregate, millions of dol- 
lars.

*ihe Charities of tlio People. . 

Tho State Board 'of Charities now- has 
sixteen charitable '/Institutions under Its 
Jurisdiction. Fifteen of these arc In active 
operation and furnish accommodations for 
over 11.000 Inmates: The other,' the State 
Home for Delinquent Boys, in In process of 
construction. Over all the charitable Insti- 
tutions tho State Board of Charities has 
exercised n vigilant, economical supervi- 
sion, keenly alive nt.oll limes to eillclent 
management nnd the- great, responsibility 
reposed In tbe Htate In the enre nnd edu- 
cation of Its victims of misfortune. The 
Forty-second General Assembly appropri- 
ated $-l,-t38,024.02\for. the culurgement and 
maintenance of these Institutions for tlie 
two years beginning July 1, 1001. The care' 
Of the iasnitu and hopelessly fccble-m tailed 
has been humane and intelligent; the In- 
struction of the deaf aud blind haa been 
along lines fitting them for useful cltlseu- 
slilp; the soldiers' origans have received 
every attention possible In the way of edu- 
cation and training, and tho soldiers' and 
sailors' widows have been made comfort* 
nblc in the homes provided by the State for 
them, 1 confidently nsscrt that our Stnte 
charitable Institutions- are conducted with 
economy, efficiency nnd humanity. ' All ob- 
ligations and pledges are being fulfilled to 
tho tetter In these particulars. I further 
assert that they are equal, In these and nil 
respects. If not superior, to. the Institutions 
of other States or any other State. I chal- 
lenge comparison. State by State and in- 
stitution by Institution. All insinuations 
and declarations to the , contrary are as 
cruel, cowardly: and contemptible as they 
arc unfounded and false. 

Two years ago the General Assembly pro- 
vided an appropriation of $3fi,000 for a 
rural home for boys. As provided by the 
statute, -I appointed a commission- to se- 
lect a site..

'Its completion will open 
n navigable waterway to Lake Michigan 
and thence to the Atlantic const for tbe

Tbe increase of 
tbe total anproprl aliens made by the Legis- 
lature In 1001 over those made In 1600 fell 
considerably below tbo average, beP*; 
170.1,000; and Ibis In spite of the fact that 
extraordinary appropriations were made, 
amounting to nearly 11,000,000, It Is all 
the more gratifying to kuow that all this 
hnsVbcen brought about without Increase 
af the Stnte lax levy, which remained the 
same In 1002 as In 1001-CO cents— and has 
Just been fixed for the ensuing year at 40 
cenls. ■ Under this levy "f4,O0O,OO0 of the
